REMARKS 

Claims 1-7 are pending in this application, with claims 4 and 5 withdrawn from consideration. In 
the present amendment, Claims 1 , 3 and 4 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer, and claim 2 is 
amended. Upon entry of this amendment, claims 2 and 5-7 will be pending, with claim 5 withdrawn from 
consideration. Entry of this amendment and reconsideration of the rejections are respectfully requested. 

No new matter has been introduced by this Amendment. Support for the amendments to the claims 
is discussed below. 

Claims 4 and 5 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claims. (Office 
action p. 2) 

Claim 4 has been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Claim 5 remains withdrawn from 
consideration. 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §1 02(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
6,918,564 to Yen et al. (Office action p. 2) 

Claims 1 and 3 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 
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Claims 2, 6 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and nay intervening claims. (Office action page 3) 

Claim 2 has been rewritten to be in independent form, incorporating the limitation of claim 1 , which 
has been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Claims 6 and 7 depend ultimately from claim 2, and 
are therefore independent of canceled claim 1.
